MOSCOW, May 26 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union formally accepted 


today an invitation to take part} 


in a Big Four parley “at the 
summit.” At the same time it 
charged the United States was 
setting up pre-conditions “which 
will doom the conference to 
failure.” 


“There is only one explana- 
tion,” the Soviet Union said in 
notes to the United States, Brit- 
ain and France, ‘“‘namely that 
the Government of the U.S.A., 
contrary to its declaratién, does 
not desire to settle acute inter- 
national problems.” 

The note indicated the 
U.S.S.R. would object violently 
to any attempt to discuss the 
status of the Communist coun- 
tries in eastern Europe. 

The note said declarations by 
United States officials reflect “‘a 
desire to exert inadmissible 
pressure on the conference” and 
to discredit the idea of a con- 
ference in advance. 

“The said officials went so far 
as to mention the necessity of 
interference in the internal af- 
fairs of other states, making at- 
tacks on the people’s democra- 
cies (East European Communist 
states) which are defending the 
freedom of their people,”. the 
note asserted. 

“It is quite clear that such at- 
tempts at interference, which 
are incompatiible with the 
United Nations Charter, should 
be rejected as exposing the ag- 
gressive plans of certain circles 
aiming at the further intensifi- 
cation of the arms race and in- 
creasing international tension.”

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP) 
—Senators today released testi- 
mony by ailing Leon M. Levy 
that Levy had been told Air 
Force Capt. Raymond Wool was 
promised a $50,000 payoff on a 
Navy contract in 1953, of which 
he received $15,000. 

The transcript of testimony 
given behind closed doors, and 
dated last Jan. 28, quoted Levy 
as acknowledging that he saw 
no money paid to Wool. Wool 
now is stationed in Shelby, O. 

The transcript said Marvin 
Rubin, Levy’s associate in Boni- 
ta Originals, Inc., a New York 
garment factory, told him that 
Wool got the money from Harry 
Lev of Chicago, Levy’s business’ 
rival. 

The testimony and parts of a 
diary in Arabic script, produced 
by Levy, were released by the 
Senate Investigations subcom- 
mittee, investigating alleged 
graft in army clothing pur- 
chases. 


Two Women Friends. 


The testimony said that Wool 
“was together like that” with 
Mrs. Mella Hort, whose name 
previously had entered the sub- 
committee investigation and 
who testified yesterday. The 
transcript said Wool “threw her 
off and got another girl, an 
actress.” Mrs. Hort formerly 
was Wool’s aid. 

The diary and testimony de- 
scribed Mrs. Hort as “burning 
all the way through” because of 


troubles with Wool, Lev and 
others. 

The transcript of Levy’s 
closed-door testimony quoted 


him as testifying that Wool was 
helping Lev to get the contract 
for the white sailor hats and 
that Rubin “was getting paid 
well for it.” Rubin has been 
described as a payoff man and 
business getter. 

The diary indicated Wool had 
recéived only $15,000 after being 
promised $50,000 by Lev. 

A diary entry said $10,000 of 
the $15,000 was handed Mrs. 
Wool in a restaurant across the 
street from the Biltmore Hotel 
in New York City. 

“Harry Lev gave him the $10,- 
000,” the diary said. “He gave 
it to Mrs. Wool. Peace was 
among them.” 

But the transcript quoted this 
exchange between Levy and 
Senator George Bender (Rep.), 
Ohio: 

BENDER: “You say . Capt

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP)

KILLED IN B.36

Craft Falls, Explodes in 
Storm—9 Bodies Re- 
moved — 4 Engines 
Torn Away. 


SAN ANGELO, Tex., May 26 
(AP)—A flaming B-36 bomber, 
four of its 10 engines torn 
away, crashed and exploded 
last night in a violent rain and 
hail storm.

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP) 
‘'—The Senate Foreign Relations 
‘Committee today tentatively ap- 
‘proved without major change 
the greater part of the Eisen- 
hower Administration’s 34% bil- 
lion dollar foreign aid bill. 

Going through the measure 
item-by-item, the committee cov- 
ered sections carrying about 3 
billion dollars before recessing 
for lunch, It rejected 11 to 2 a 
motion by Senator Mansfield 
(Dem.), Montana, to take out 
$317, 200,000 for direct support 
of military forces of United 
States allies. 

Still ahead of the committee in 
an afternoon session was a some- 
what controversial request for 
a $200,000,000 Asian economic 
development fund and for spe- 
cial authority to fire foreign aid 
employes without regard to their 
civil service status. 

The committee, headed by 
Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
was driving toward a final deci- 
sion on the measure by nightfall. 
If it does, the Senate may start 
debate on the bill next Tuesday 
or Wednesday. 

At the other end of the Cap- 
itol, H. Struve Hensel, Assistant 
Secretary of Defense, told the 

ouse Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee this country will continue 
spending large sums for “a sub- 
stantial period” to maintain the 
military strength of allies. 

The only alternative, Hensel 
said, is the “fanciful and impos- 
sible” idea of building a “For- 
tress America.” 

Hensel presented his argu- 
ments in backing up the Admin- 
istration proposal to authorize a 
total of $1,717,000,000 in foreign 
aid military spending of all 
sorts.

“We have had no resignation 
submitted but his (Hobby’s) con- 
dition is critical and I can’t tell 
you at this time whether that 
illness will force Mrs. Hobby to 
leave the Government,” Hagerty 
said. 


Mr. Eisenhower told his press 
conference last week that the 
only woman member of his Cabi- 
net “placed me on notice some 
months ago that conditions 
might arise (her husband’s ill- 
ness) that would compel her to 
leave the Government.’’

HE present situation is 
complex and confusing. 
As a result of the experi- 

ence of two world wars plus 
Korea, in addition to the un- 
questioned power of the hy- 
drogen bomb, it is certain 
that no sane person would 
wish for war, for there can 
be no victor—only destruc- 
tion, tragedy and loss for all. 
The great mass of our people, 
though often inarticulate, 
are one in their conviction on 
this point. However, despite 
this universal fear and 
hatred of war, we hear daily 
the constant talk of war, 
eomparison of our military 
strength with that of poten- 
tial enemies—sometimes opti- 
mistic, again pessimistic, de- 
pending upon the person and 
the circumstances — threats 
of retaliation, massive and 
otherwise, and advice as to 
what to do if an enemy at-| 
tack comes. | 

I am of the opinion that as 
@ result we have greater em- 
phasis in addresses, articles 
and interviews upon military 
action and its results than 
upon the building of a world 
at peace. Because of this, 
fn the eyes of many neutrals 
we have allowed others who 
have aggressive aims to pre- 
empt the word, ‘‘peace.’’ 

The question in the light of 
these factors is raised: “Is there 
danger that we drift into war?” 

The answer must be that of 
eourse there is real danger. I 
am not a pacifist and believe 
that our strength is essential in 
keeping the peace, I think that, 
of course, We must prepare for 
possible catastrophe in case of 
an attack upon us. But these 
are negative factors. Military 
strength and civilian defense by 
themselves are not the ingredi- 
ents of which to build a more 
stable social order. 

Negative Talk Understandable. 

Much of this negative talk is 
understandable. Those who 
have the responsibility for spe- 
cific tasks inevitably stress their 
own needs, and view with alarm 
or point with pride. Politics, of 
course, play a part. Not all men 
in public life are either wise or 
restrained. There is always a 
temptation to seize the head- 
lines, and, unfortunately, talk of 
war accomplishes this more 
readily than long-range pro-| 
grams for peace. Such preoccu- 
pation with war could allow us 
to drift into war, for such, with- 
out exception, is the lesson of 
history. But if we drift into war 
-—with emphasis upon drift—it 
will be because of deeper reas- 
ons. In time there is a vast 
reservoir of popular common 
sense which debunks dema- 
gogues and self-seekers and cor- 
rectly evaluates the narrow 
viewpoint of some technical ex- 
perts 

In this comment I wish to dis- 
euss some of these deeper 
reasons, rather than to argue 
olitical concerns or the most 

mediate decisions before us. 

As a people we are vulner- 
able to a war drift because of 
historical factors. We are a 
young nation and have not 
had the experience of many 
centuries as compared with 
' many other nations. We are 
_ therefore impatient and ex- 
' pect immediate and favorable 
results. For example, much 
of the discussion as to the 
' situation in China ignores the 
| fact that we are in the proc- 
| ess of a transition period, an 
era of tremendous upheaval. 
To understand this requires a 
knowledge of the history, the 
outlook of Asian, as well as 
European peoples. To pin- 
point the responsibility for 
these conditions as well as to 
expect a quick solution in ac- 
cordance with our desires are 
impossibilities. It is well for 
us to recognize the magnitude 
of events, Patience is de- 

manded. 

We are a people who have 
been spared the threat of in- 
vasion because of our geograph- 
ical position. Until recently

A magnificent example of complete 
disregard for traffic flow stands at 
Chippewa and Sulphur avenues in 
South St. Louis. For over a week 
three lanes of eastbound traffic have 
had to funnel past a strategically lo- 
cated excavation at this corner.

With a one-month ex- 
tension just granted by President Eisenhower, 
its life will end at the close of June, and it 
must finish getting out its reports within an 
additional 90 days. 

Since both the first and second commissions 
have borne the same name, have been headed 
by former President Hoover, and have been 
popularly known as the Hoover Commission, one 
might suppose them similar. Without question 
the first commission performed a notable public 
service in proposing measures to improve the 
efficiency of the Federal Government. The sec- 
ond commission, however, is totally different 
from the first, both in make-up and purposes. 

The make-up of the first Hoover Commission 
was bipartisan. It consisted of six Republicans 
and six Democrats. 

The make-up of the second Hoover Commis- 
sion is predominantly Republican. There are 
five Democrats and seven Republicans. 

* ~ * 

The purpose of the first Hoover Commission 
was to make the Federal Government more 
efficient by improving its organization and opera- 
tions. The purposes of the second Hoover Com- 
mission are to recommend “abolishing services, 
activities and functions not necessary to efficient 
conduct of government, or'more properly falling 
under jurisdiction of state or local governments, 
or competitive with private enterprise.” 

As head of the first commission, Mr. Hoover 
took scrupulous care to avoid political partisan- 
ship. As head of the second commission, Mr. 
Hoover has been bitterly and continuously en- 
gaged in right-wing Republican politics. He has 
advocated selling TVA to private utilities. He and 
his task forces have attacked the New Deal and 
the Fair Deal. They have attacked the Ejisen- 
hower Administration for continuing and extend- 
ing the New Deal and Fair Deal reforms. 

The first Hoover Commission saw some three 
fourths of its recommendations enacted into law. 
The second commission has submitted 11 of its 
eventual 16 reports, but no part of any one of 
them has been enacted into law or has even been 
embodied in a bill for submission to Congress. 
The commission itself has not submitted a bill 
for effectuating any of its proposals, although 
empowered by law to do so. 

So against the 75 per cent score of the first 
Hoover Commission, the second Hoover Commis- 
sion score to date is 0. 

There must be meritorious suggestions among 
the second commission’s reports on the armed 
forces, the civil service, the lending, insuring 
and guaranteeing activities of the government, 
transport functions, paperwork management, 
judicial functions, and other subjects of its 
studies. But these meritorious proposals are 
submerged under a crushing burden of propa- 
ganda and invective.

What Mr. Hoover seems to fail to realize, in 
this amazing effort to turn the clock at Washing- 
ton back to the time of the Hoover Administra- 
tion, is that the reforms he wants to abolish were 
enacted with the approval of an overwhelming 
majority of the voters of this country. 

The hard truth is that the second Hoover Com- 
mission does not command the respect or sup- 
port of the public as did the first. The unfair- 
ness of stacking the commission in favor of one 
party put it under a cloud from the outset. The 
further unfairness of stacking the task forces 
in favor of the private-business point of view 
further diminished the commission's influence. 

Former Senator Ferguson of Michigan, who 
with Representative Brown of Ohio fathered the 
second Hoover Commission, made no bones about 
the pre-judged purpose. “This will give us an op- 
portunity at last,” he said, “to reverse the trend 
of the last 20 years... .” 

We submit that the second Hoover Commission 
has not produced $2,750,000 worth of results or 
any part of it. In an economy Administration, 
what justification can there be for the expendi- 
ture of millions of dollars of the taxpayers’ 
money on this noisy but totally unproductive 
performance? 


For Research in Mental Health 


Mental illness is such a growing problem in 
this country that many of the states, particularly 
those with limited resources, can only give 
custodial care to their mentally ill. There is 
little doubt but that many of the 750,000 patients 
in this country’s mental hospitals can be re- 
leased as better methods of treatment are 
developed and put into effect. The Ford Foun- 
dation, after its detailed study of the mental 
illness problem, has taken due notice of the 
pressing need for more doctors and nurses in 
the psychiatric centers. But its decision involv- 
ing a $15,000,000 grant is that the money should 
go for research in mental health. The new 
techniques, both in prevention and in treatment, 
that may reasonably be expected to evolve from 
this grant, should lead eventually to a lightening 
of the heavy custodial loads that practically all 
the states now carry.

An 1899 Rule Relaxed 

One of the anomalies in political campaigning 
has taken place a good many times in Cham- 
paign, Ill. Because the trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, back in 1899, barred political 
speeches in university buildings, indeed, even 
on university grounds, campaigners have talked 
from the steps of the University Y.M.C.A. across 
the street while crowds of students and faculty 
listened as they stood on university property. 
Both Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Stevenson made 
1952 speeches in Champaign, but each was at 
least two miles from the university when he 
spoke. 

This rule is contrary to the practice in Wiscon- 
sin and many other states where authorities 
have encouraged political speaking at colleges 
and universities as part of the education of 
young citizens. Now by vote of 7 to 3, the Uni- 
versity of Illinois trustees have modified their 
ban. They have voted to permit the nominees 
for President and Vice President to speak on 
university property in the 1956 campaign. 

Herbert B. Megran, president of the university 
board, calls the modification “a step in the 
right direction.” That is true—it is a right step. 
But why draw the line so that nominees for 
Senator and Governor may still be barred’? Next 
year Illinois will be a battleground for the Sen- 
ate seat now held by Everett M. Dirksen. To 
forbid the appearance of Mr. Dirksen and his 
opponent, whoever he may be, is the same as 
saying that the University of Illinois would de- 
cline to be the site of a Lincoln-Douglas debate 
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were it currently held, The relaxation is a credit 
to the administration of Dr. Lloyd Morey, retir- 
ing president of the University, We hope he 
recommends elimination of the rule, altogether. 
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‘An Attitude of Civility’ 

Ernest T. Weir's remarkable contribution to 
the Post-Dispatch series on “The Struggle for 
Peace” makes a most important point about the 
frame of mind in which Americans should ap- 
proach forthcoming negotiations with the Soviet 
Union. The head of National Steel Corp. writes: 


I believe we should change from an atti- 
tude of conflict to an attitude of civility. 
We should accept any Russian overtures 
toward peace at face value for the purpose 
of examination and consideration. ... Our 
leaders in government should avoid expres- 
sions of suspicion, distrust and hostility 
which have been all too frequent in the 
past..,.Iam.confident that the representa- 
tives of the Western nations know the 
difference between compromise and ap- 
peasement, 


These wise words should be commended par- 
ticularly to the attention of Secretary Dulles. 
Twice this week Mr. Dulles has undertaken to 
revise and extend remarks by President Eisen- 
hower which he apparently regarded as express- 
ing too much hope, civility and confidence. 

Where the President had spoken of the possi- 
bility of a “new dawn” in the world, his sub- 
ordinate warned against a “false dawn.” Where 
the President had spoken approvingly of armed 
neutrality for Austria, Mr. Dulles disavowed as 
“unrealistic” any such role for Germany. 

Mr. Dulles may feel an understandable urge 
to damp down any excessive hopes for an over- 
night miracle of peace-making, but he should be 
able to do that without striking what Mr. Weir 
well calls an ‘“‘attitude of conflict.” Realism and 
healthy skepticism are essential. So are re- 
ceptivity to new solutions, flexibility of mind 
and an “attitude of civility’ — above all with 
respect to the problem of Germany. 

Actually flexibility has been in a sense a char- 
acteristic of American policy with respect to 
Germany. At first our policy was to disarm 
Germany so that it would no longer be a military 
threat to peace in Europe. This was the imme- 
diate postwar view when the hope was that 
Russia would co-operate with the Western pow- 
ers. But Soviet acts, such as the Berlin block- 
ade, made it clear that the Kremlin could not 
be depended on. Hence the United States’s 
change in policy, the formation of NATO and 
the decision to rearm Germany. 

It is almost impossible to conceive any basic 
improvement in East-West relations without a 
German settlement, or any settlement without a 
compromise of present positions on Germany's 
future role in Europe. Since this is the central 
European issue in any Big Four negotiations, the 
possibility of some new solution which served 
the interests of both sides should be kept open. 
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Slight Switch in Support 

The Senate Judiciary subcommittee’s 3-to-2 
vote approving the Bricker Amendment proves 
that the kind of loyalty evoked in presidential 
election campaigns has little to do with loyalty 
to a President’s program. 

Two Democrats, Senator Hennings of Missouri 
and Kefauver of Tennessee, voted against the 
measure to limit the President's treaty-making 
powers. They were outvoted by two Republicans, 
Senators Dirksen of Illinois and Langer of 
North Dakota, and by Senator Daniel of Texas, 
who may be called a Tidelands Democrat. 

This line-up on a bill opposed by President 
Eisenhower pits men who supported him in the 
’52 election against men who did not. ,But that 
does not mean the men who supported him three 
years ago are supporting him now. Quite the 
opposite. Senators Dirksen and Langer naturally 
backed their party’s candidate three years ago. 
Senator Daniel led his party’s rebellion which 
gave Texas to Mr. Eisenhower. Now all three are 
eager to clip the President’s wings. 

One of the troubles with getting elected is 
that you cannot always count on those who went 
along for the ride.

Senator Williams Deserves a Reply 

Three weeks have passed since Senator Wil- 
liams took the floor of the Senate and made an 
extraordinary speech about the Internal Revenue 
Service under Commissioner Coleman Andrews. 

The Republican crusader from Delaware told 
his colleagues that because Mrs. Lucille Affolter 
of Pittsburgh had co-operated with him in ob- 
taining indictments in income tax cases, she was 
at first dismissed from the Revenue Service 
and then reinstated after the Senator interceded 
for her. But, said Senator Williams, her civil 
service file was flagged so as to “practically 
prohibit her from ever being re-employed in any 
agency of the Government.” 

In the three weeks, Senator Williams has had 
no more from the Internal Revenue Service 
than a perfunctory acknowledgment of a copy 
of his Senate speech which he sent to the service 
office in Washington. The Post-Dispatch’s latest 
information is that he has had neither an answer 
to his criticisms nor an explanation. 

We said on May 4 that Senator Williams cer- 
tainly is entitled to at least ag much co-operation 
from the Republican Administration of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower as he received from the Demo- 
cratic Administration of Harry S. Truman. But 
the simple fact is that he has not had it. 

Commissioner Andrews owes Senator Williams 
the courtesy of an adequate reply. Why has he 
not sent one? One possible reason could be that 
an adequate answer cannot be readily provided.

Stu- 
dents and alumni at Iowa State College showed 
their esteem for a distinguished dean by—yes— 
giving him a Cadillac. 

It is good to find somebody on the academic 
side getting as much recognition as a favorite 
coach might get. But we are not at all sure 
that impetuous gifts of this sort, whether of 
Cadillacs er anything else, are just the right 
form of reward for academic effort. 

Let this principle get established, and where 
are you? Would it be appropriate for apprecia- 
tive students, after a particularly rousing lecture 
on Shakespeare, to shower the professor's podi- 
um with silver, the way the fans recognize a 
star at minor league ball games? What would 
be the effect on standards of scholarship if pro- 
fessors were given the same status as those lucky, 
lucky recipients of the loot on radio giveaway 
programs? Would academic distinction come to 
depend upon whether a faculty member had 
been given a Cadillac, or some lesser token of 
appreciation, by his students? 

All in all, we think that students and alumni 
who are overcome by the merit of college pro- 
fessors had better find some other way of show- 
ing their appreciation.

With the last union veteran of Civil War still getting a pension, 
nation faces steadily rising veterans’ benefit budget in years 
ahead; pensions, disability pay now 2.6 billion, may double by 
1985; Bradley commission studying question for Eisenhower.

Cigar-puffing, 108-year-old Albert 
Woolson— “Colonel” to his Duluth 
(Minn.) neighbors~—will get a $135.45 
Civil War pensien check from Uncle 
Sam 90 years after Appomattox. 

Mr. Woolson is admittedly super-dur- 
able. He is the last of over 2,000,000 
“boys in blue” who fought on the Union 
side. But the extraordinary longevity of 
Mr. Woolson and his pension does point 
up how veterans’ benefits go on for 
scores of years and 
how the lengthening 
American life.span 
is swelling this ma- 
jor non-defense 
item in the federal 
budget. It has bare- 
ly begun  what’s 
sure to be a long 
uphill trend. 

Just nine years 
ago, in 10946, the 
last dependent of a 
War of 1812 veteran 
left the pension 
rolls. Nine widows 
and children of men Gen. Bradley 
who fought the 
Mexicans in the 1840s still get monthly 
checks. Some 6000 survivors of Mr. 
Woolson’s Union comrades receive reg- 
ular payments. At the present rate, 
Korean War veterans will draw pen- 
sions until about the year 2040, 


Steadily Rising Outlay 


The longevity is made expensive by 
the hard fact that the nation’s 22,000,000 
veterans grow older, more and more of 
them retife with existing disabilities or 
acquire new infirmities. Some 3,500,000 
veterans and their dependents will get 
$225,000,000 in pensions and disability 
payments this month alone, 

For a full year, this outgo from the 
federal treasury now comes to over 
$2,600,000,000, And take a look ahead 
with one well-informed old soldier. 

“On the basis of present laws and 
veterans’ population,” says President 
Eisenhower, “the present annual rate 
of expenditures for veterans’ pensions 
and compensation is expected to double 
in three or four decades.” 

Pensions and disability pay account 
for more than half the total veterans’ 
bill. Their present $2,600,000,000 level 
is already up from $2,200,000,000 three 
years ago. By 1985, federal experts say, 
this outlay may climb close to $5,400,- 
000,000. It won't be back down to pres- 
ent levels until about 2005 A.D. 

Even these figures could turn out to 
be low if times turned bad, because sag- 
ging incomes might make more veterans 
eligible for pensions. 

If another war should come along, of 
course, these calculations would be 
thrown completely awry. 

The total veterans’ outlay, for every- 
thing from school books to burial flags 
to gravestones, is also heading higher. 
From a peak of over seven billion dol- 
lars eight years ago, when the ex-G.Ls 
of World War II were flooding into the 
nation’s colleges at Government ex- 
pense, this total outlay sank to under 
$4,300,000,000 in the last fiscal year. 


Budget Balancers Worried 


In the current year, it has crept up 
to nearly four and a half billions. In 
the next 30 years, budget seers say, the 
sum is expected to reach six billion. 

The actuarial phenomenon that cou- 
ples rising age and growing costs wor- 
ries would-be federal budget-balancers 
from President Eisenhower on down. 
Veterans’ services and benefits make 
up 20 per cent of the non-defense budg- 
et, and they are among the hardest 
items to cut. 

Franklin Roosevelt, somewhat sur- 
prisingly, was the last President to try 
a wholesale cut. In the depths of the 
depression, he ordered a 25 per cent 
trimming in federal expenses, including 


veterans’ outlays. Congress went along 
with him, but the full rates were re- 
stored when the powerful veterans’ lob- 
by turned on the heat. 

If Mr. Eisenhower tried a similar 
slicing, he could expect a similar up- 
roar, probably including some squawks 
from within his own Administration. 

What the Administration plans, in- 
stead, is to cull out bits of spending 
here and there where veterans’ benefits 
overlap with other Government retire- 
ment or compensation programs. Mr. 
Eisenhower has already tapped a seven- 
man commission headed by Gen. Omar 
Bradley, former Veterans’ Administra- 
tor, to see what should be~done. 

The commission’s conclusions prob- 
ably won’t be known until early next 
year. Staffers have just begun work. 
But they make clear that one point 
they'll concentrate on is how veterans’ 
benefits fit in with the Social Security 
system, designed to assure most workers 
some sort of retirement funds. 


Costs ‘Not Going Berserk’ 


They'll also consider if some benefits 
scheduled to end in the next few years 
—such as home mortgage insurance, 
business loan guarantees and free 
schooling—should be extended. 

There’s a strong suspicion, though, 
that the commission will give the Presi- 
dent general backing in attempts to 
pare veterans’ costs, if only a little, 

The present Veterans’ Administration 
chief, Harvey Higley, is one who doesn’t 
see much to get excited about in the 
spending trend. 

“Some people have painted a dire 
picture” of pension and compensation 
problems, he complains. Admitting that 
costs are on the upswing, he says they're 
“not going berserk.” 

But the pension and compensation 
setup is inevitably pointed toward big- 
ger figures. In V.A. jargon, compensa- 
tion is paid for a disability suffered in 
the service, while a pension goes to a 
low-income veteran who is disabled 
after discharge. 

Compensation ranges from $17 to 
$420 or more a month, depending on 
how severe the disability is and how 
many dependents the veteran has. A 
pension of $66.15 a month goes to a to- 
tally-disabled veteran who earns less 
than $1400 a year if single or $2700 a 
year if he has dependents. After he dies, 
smaller monthly checks go to his widow 
and children under 18. 


Into the Twenty-First Century 


What makes the cost grow is the big- 
ger-scale passing of the magic age of 
65. At 65, any ex-serviceman can get a 
pension if he meets the income require- 
ments and can show a mere 10 per cent 
disability, The experts say practically 
_ 65-year-old can find such an infirm- 

y. 

Right now most of the 3,200,000 sur- 
viving veterans of World War J are 
nearing 65; the average 1918 doughboy 
is 61 years old. So they'll be eligible 
for pensions around 1960. 

In 20 more years, around 1980, the 
far-bigger army of World War II veter- 
ans will be crossing the pension thresh- 
old. The veterans of V-E and V-J days 
10 years ago are now an average 40 
years old. In 1980, statisticians figure, 
there'll be 11,600,000 of them left. 

After that, the total cost will tail off 
the budgeteers figure. A look at their 
charts shows that by the first year of 
the Twenty-first Century there'll prob- 
ably be about 3,900,000 World War II 
veterans surviving to talk about Iwo 
Jima and the Battle of the Bulge.

NEW YORK, May 26. 

OON after Julius Helfand 
\ was appointed chairman of 

the New York State Ath- 
letic Commission, he made a 
brief, sensible and temperate 
speech at the Boxing Writers’ 
annual. dinner. He said he 
would not feel he had ac- 
complished much in his new 
job if the best he could do 
was to bring about the aboli- 
tion of boxing in the state. 
This contrasted happily with 
some of the windy promises 
to cure or kill which had been 
heard before his time. 

Sailing for Paris, Helfand 
- should find the fresh sea 
breezes a welcome change 
from the atmosphere he has 
been breathing. The language 
he hears in France won't 
sound like a foreign tongue. 
The Parisians’ crackling con- 
sonants and irregular verbs 
will make a lot more sense 
than the stuff he has been 
listening to in the Commis- 
sion chambers. 

Departing, the commission- 
er temporarily suspended an 


inquiry into questions con- 
cerning the boycotting of 
fighters, possible links be- 


tween boxing and the under- 
world, and operations of man- 
agers in the New York Guild. 
He'd been getting a “run 
around” from Guild managers, 
he said, and he vowed that he 
would get his hands on the 
financial records which the 
organization has thus far de- 
clined to produce. 

The hopeful guess here is 
that he will succeed, at least 
to some extent. He seems to 
be rough, able and resolute, 
a different sort of man than 
the fight mob has had to cope 
with in the past. 

Side of the Angels. 

NE also suspects that he 
0 has found the fight mob 

to be a breed apart, some- 
thing new perhaps even in his 
experience. As a prosecutor 
in the District Attorney’s of- 
fice, he was, of course, no 
stranger to reluctant or rebel- 
lious or evasive witnesses but 
in that job he had evidence 
to work with and the threat 
of criminal prosecution to use 
as a club. Here he has been 
probing for facts among char- 
acters who have made a life's 
work of evasion and deceit. 

Along the boxing beat, Hel- 
fand seems to be winning rec- 
ognition as a man of ambition 
and determination. There is a 
feeling, expressed apprehen- 
sively in some quarters, that 
if it came to a choice between 
killing boxing and admitting 
defeat, he would unhesitating- 
ly choose the former. 

This is not necessarily a 
consummation devoutly to be 
desired, yet even one who 
questions the wisdom of kill- 
ing a dog in order to rid him 
of fleas finds himself lined up 
hopefully on Helfand’s, side. 
The question has been asked 
a hundred times without an- 
swer: can any man really 
clean up boxing? Off his per- 
formance up to now, Helfand 
looks like the man . best 
equipped to furnish an an- 
swer. 

Perhaps “clean-up boxing” 
isn’t the happiest way to put 
it. Maybe the proper ques- 
tion is: Can any legally con- 
stituted authority exercise 
commonsense control over the 
sport, enforcing the rules as 
effectively, say, as the police 
and courts enforce the law? 

Penny Ante Game. 

FTER all, we only ask our 
A vs and courts to keep 

mischief within reasonable 
bounds; we don’t insist that 
everybody in the world be 
measured for halo and wings. 
How much is actually wrong 
with boxing and should be 
eliminated? 

How about mobster control, 
for example? Financial re- 
turns are not so great these 
days that boxing qualifies as 
a major racket. No doubt 
there are undesirable charac- 
ters who sometimes dip a lily- 
white finger into the busi- 
ness, and wherever possible 
these characters should be 
eliminated. But if they're 
bonafide wheels in the under- 
world, it is difficult to believe 
they could regard the fight 
industry as anything more 
than hobby lobby. 

Suppose a mobster owne a 
fighter, or a piece of a fight- 
er. Unless the property were 
named Rocky Marciano or 
Bob Olson, there’s seldom 
more at stake in a fight these 
days than a $4000 fee from 
television, and the fighter has 
to get his share of that. What's 
left isn’t going to be an irre- 
sistible attraction to a big 
operator, unless he can bag 
the fight and bring off a real 
betting coup. 

How many of the fights on 
television offer legitimate 
grounds for suspicion? A very 
few times a year, it seems 
here. 

Gullible Badman. 

HERE certainly are shady 
T characters in boxing and 

shady deeds surely are 
done. It is the notion here, 
however, that the part these 
characters play in the game 
and the amount of hanky- 
panky that actually goes on in 
the ring are widely exagger- 
ated. 

The questions which inter- 
est the fight fan chiefly are 
two: Do we get the best 
matches? Are they fairly 
contested? By and large, the 
answer is yes. 

Mob guys were far more 
prominent in the game back 
in prohibition days than they 
are now. The late Booboo 
Hoff, of Philadelphia, was : 
shining example. He was 
fairly powerful figure in his. 
field, a prosperous wholesal- 
er in bootleg alcohol with af- 
filiated interests, and he en- 
joyed extraordinarily cordial 
relations with the police force. 

He also owned a lot of 
fighters, and the first-hand 
tales told about the experi- 
ences in that field were hilari- 
ous. As promoter, manager, 
bettor and fan, he practically 


always got took.

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for This Week.

HAT goes on your market- 

ing list this week? Well, 

that depends upon your 
holiday plans. Will they take 
you to the country for the week- 
end, to barbecue or picnic? Do 
they include out-of-town guests? 
Or will you entertain in the 
grand manner? — 

In any event, canned ham is 
one item you may well include. 
This versatile meat can solve 
almost any menu problem. if 
you are having a large group 
consider the Pullman type of 
ham which is shaped into a rec- 
tangle, ideal for for slicing and 
sandwiches, For ease of han- 
dling, have your dealer slice it, 
then tie a string around it to 
hold in original shape; glaze the 
outside with orange marmalade 
and put in a 350 degree oven 
for about an hour and a half. 
Cut the string and there is your 
ham, all carved and ready to 
serve. This is a natural for 
large buffet suppers. 

Of course there also are the 
eanned pear-shaped hams in 
various sizes, and canned picnics. 

For barbecues don’t forget 
those two old reliables—ham- 
burgers and hot dogs. Hard to 
beat. Center cut pork chops and 
pork shoulder steaks will be 
very good buys, as will beef rib 
steaks. 

There will be enough spare- 
ribs to meet demands although 
they of course aren’t a budget 
buy. And hams, while not as 
low as they were at Easter, are 
excellent values and far below 
last year’s prices. 

Of course you will want cold 
cuts (some light, some dark; 
some sp some mild) and 
fancy bacon which is on the 
“good buys” list. 

Finally, don’t forget that veal 
we talked about last week. It is 
an excellent value right now.

We are getting in more toma- 
toes but, again, choose carefully. 
Some from Texas are a bit too 
green; some Florida vine-rip- 
ened are of excellent flavor and 
fine for immediate use but they 
are good and ripe so don’t plan 
on keeping them too long. Green 
onions, radishes and celery pre- 
sent no problem; peppers are in 
good supply and of excellent 
quality. Watercress and chives 
will Spark your salads at no 
great cost. 

Corn is a “must” for almost 
any out-of-door meal, and very 
nice it is. Most of it is grade 
U.S. Fancy, which means worm 
free. 

Two more items we should 
have included in our picnic list: 
cabbage and potatoes. (Can you 
imagine a picnic without slaw 
or potato salad? Tradition must 
be preserved), 

Cabbage is moderate, com- 
pared to recent prices, although 
it still is not as cheap as we 
usually find it. 

Potatoes will cause you no 
worry. Shipments of long whites 
from California are increasing 
steadily. They are fine; but re- 
member that, as is true of all 
new potatoes, it is not wise to 
buy them too far ahead. And 
do keep them out of the light. 
These long whites, particularly, 
just don’t like to be in the bright 
light, so pamper ’em. 

You will find some real bar- 
gains in the little new boiling 
potatoes, the B-size from down 
Alabama way. So if you do 
not mind a little extra peeling 
or scraping you can have potato 
salad at a price to please the 
thrifty. 

Homegrown cauliflower has 
stolen the spotlight from the 
shipped cauliflower; homegrown 
beets are very fine in quality 
and moderately priced.

HILE we are on the subject 
Wr homegrown items, we 

can thank last week’s rains 
for prolonging our homegrown 
strawberry season. With demand 
big and supplies light this sea- 
son’s berries have stayed up in 
price, but ‘hey have been good.

Reader Says Basil Is Grown on New York Fire Escapes |

ODAY’S mail brithgs, of all 
things, a gift. It is a small 


: T packet of basil, sent by Elvira 


Cacciolloli of Masonville, N. Y. 
in response to. an article on 
herbs which I wrote not long 
ago and in which I pointed out 
that little if any basil is grown 
in this country. 


“The article interested me,” 
she writes, “because I am very 
keen on herbs. I use them a 
great deal and I beg to differ 
with you on one point—basil can 
be grown almost anywhere. I 
grow it here where we have a 
very short season. The seeds 
came from Italy. In the Italian 
sections in New York City they 
grow basil in boxes and you will 
find them on all the fire escapes. 
The American seeds do not ger- 
minate as well. Only about 18 
per cent. Still, they will grow, 
and I think if the American seed 
growers would experiment a lit- 
tle I am sure they could come 
up with a good basil seed.” 


I’m glad to get this little les- 
son in horticulture, and I pass 
the suggestion along to the seed 


growers.

R. JOSEPH B. WHITE, also

cent recipe for chili, and I can’t 
say that I blame him. Perhaps I 
should have explained that it 
was a middlewestern. variation 
of chili, bearing little or no re- 
semblance to the original article.

“Meat used in chili con carne 
is never ground or chopped by 
Mexicans. In fact, many Mexican 
chili makers have yet to see a 
meat grinder. The meat is cut 
in cubes, and the size of the 
cube depends on how you like 
them. Chili and meat as an 
entree is cubed meat with chili 
(sauce) over it. Chili @€s a stew 
with meat is usually served in a

manner where the meat has 
practically disintegrated. The 
beans, or frijoles, is a side dish.” 

Mr. White appends his own 
chili recipe, which he says is a 
goad one, and which we take 


-pleasure in passing along: 


To one can of meat cut in 
small pieces add one quarter 
pound of lard or grease and let 
it simmer in a covered vessel un- 
til half done. Then add a quart 
of hot water, a generous table- 
spoon of salt and from one to 
two tablespoons of Eagle chili 
powder. Boil slowly until the 
meat is tender. Add water from 
time to time to make up for 


evaporation. Browned flour may 
be added to thicken if desired. 
Stir it slowly while the chili 
powder is being added. A couple 
of buttons of finely chopped gar- 
lic may be added, depending on 
how much you like garlic. 


‘ To serve: Half fill a 10-ounce 
bowl with nicely cooked Mex- 
ican pinto beans and then fill 
the bowl with the chili. If you 
wish it to be caliente, or mucho 
caliente, a few drops of Tabasco 
will do the trick.”

W. W. D. who spent several 
dollars having new linoleum in- 
stalled in her kitchen and break- 
fast room. 


After about the third week 
Mrs. W. W. D. decided that the 
linoleum was looking a little 
dingy so she decided to do some- 
thing about it. What she did 
was to give it a nice coat of 
varnish which certainly made it 
look nice and glossy for a few 
days. It also made the linoleum 
look a little yellow but she soon 
get used to that. 


After a few months the var- 
nish coating began to show signs 
of wear and Mrs. W. W. D. de- 
cided the best thing to do would 
be to remove the old varnish 
and apply a fresh coating. 
Only trouble with this plan was 
that any solvent strong enough 
to soften the varnish would also 
soften up the linoleum. 


She did a good deal of look- 
ing around and finally she got 
her flooring dealer to remove 
the varnish with a highly in- 
flammable and toxic solvent 
which Mrs. W. W. D. didn’t 
want to take a chance on using 
herself. 


All of which goes to prove 
that you should never apply 


anything to unless you 
first are sure it can be removed 


H ERE is a moderately sad 


without too much trouble at 
some future date. 

It also goes to prove that 
linoleum and similar types of 
flooring don’t need coatings of 
this type. The best coating for 
them is wax and if you use a 
good grade of wax in thin coats 
the wax will neither be soft, 
slippery nor apt to hold dirt 
and stains, 

Of course, in time, the wax 
will become soiled and then it 
must all be removed and a 
fresh coating applied. But wax 
is pretty easy to remove—much 
easier by far than varnish or 
similar coatings.

The Rev. Willis Louis Rhodes of 
First Baptist Church of Clayton 
Turned to Ministry After a Long 
List of Failures in Other Fields

T HE REV. WILLIS LOUIS RHODES, according to his own 
admission, chalked up a long record of failure in his early 
life. He failed as a school teacher, failed as a grocer, failed 
as a medical student. On his fourth career, he became a success. 
This Sunday,.the congregation of the First Baptist Church of 
Clayton will celebrate his success—50 years of it as a minister 


of the Gospel. 


His entire half-century of min- 
istry has been spent at the one 
church, and he has seen it grow 
from a one room building on a 
dirt road to a fine looking brick 
church at 216 S. Brentwood 
blvd., from a congregation of 67 
to one over 600. Meanwhile, the 
town around him has expanded 
from a rural countryside to a 
metropolitan center with all the 
complications of a more urban 
area. Despite the worries and 
problems that confront any 
church leader today, Dr. Rhodes 
considers his ultimate choice of 
a profession “a serious and glor- 
ious life.” 

He chuckles a little as he re- 
calls how he resisted the minis- 
try at first, partly because he 
was the son of a pastor, and the 


grandson of a pastor, and he 
“wanted to be different.”’ 
“First I attended normal 


school where I was trained as a 
school teacher,” he says, “but I 
failed as a teacher. “I had a 
good job, the school board and 
the principal liked me, I had no 
black spots on my record, but I 
had no inspiration for-the job. I 
just couldn’t seem to get going. 

“Then I tried the grocery 
business. I failed at that. I 
studied medicine for two years 
but that skeleton business 
stopped me cold. Finally I ad- 
mitted that in my heart I had 
a deep inclination toward the 
ministry. I became converted 
and I’ve never known a mo- 
ment’s regret.” 


Oddly enough, the other min- 
isters in his family, and there 
were three or four in addition 
to his immediate relatives, were 
not Baptist ministers but Meth- 
odists. His grandfather was a 
Methodist minister, his father a 
bishop in the A. M. E. church. 
One of 16 children, eight boys 
and eight girls, young Willie 
was sent away to school from 
his Meridian (Miss.) home, and 
it was at Southland Normal 
College in Helena, Ark., that he 
first became interested in the 
Baptist faith. 

““My father was quite unhappy 
about it at first,” he recalls. 
“He thought it reflected on his 
home training. But we finally 
got together and he later visited 
me here.” 

* * * ° , 
FTER his several unsuccess- 
A ful tries at other fields, young 
Rhodes went to Nashville, 
Tenn., to the Roger Williams 
Theological seminary and there 
received his training. He later 
was awarded an honorary Doc- 
tor of Divinity degree at West- 
ern Baptist Seminary in Kansas 
City, Mo., is a member of the 
National Baptist Educational 
Board, and considers himself 
“still a student.” 

In May 1905, he came to Clay- 
ton to visit with friends and 
the missionary of the district 
asked him to preach a sermon. 
He preached one sermon, re- 
turned home, and was immedi- 
ately called back to head the 
church. 

The First Baptist Church was 
12 years old at the time. A 
framed flaque on the wall of 
the church lists the charter 
members at the time of its or- 
ganization in May, 1893. There 
were “Brothers Robert Taylor, 


William Bailey, Jeff Tyler, Wil- 
liam Taylor, Robert Morris, and 
Sisters Mary Williams, Mary 
White, Ellen Bailey, and Ameri- 
ca Tyler.” Grandchildren of the 
Bailey, Morris, Williams, and 
White families are members of 
the church today. 

There were 67 members when 
the new pastor came to the 
church. Today there are between 
“600 and 700—that is, on the 
rolls,” he laughs, “with about 
250 you can count on.” 

The church building at that 
time was a small brown shingled 
building, and all around it were 
open fields. Clayton itself con- 
sisted of a community of sub- 
urban homes owned by white 
residents, and the existing Ne- 
gro settlement between Brent- 
wood and Hanley roads, along 
Bonhomme and Carondelet ave- 
nues, but very little business or 
industry. 

“The County aS i was 
the biggest thing we had in 
town,” the Rev. Mr. Rhodes re- 
calls. “There were one or two 
dry goods and poeert, stores, 
but that was about a 

In 1907 the pw began a 
fund-raising drive to build the 
present brick, stained-glass win- 
dowed church, and the old build- 
ing was converted into a three- 
room parsonage where the Rev. 
Mr. Rhodes and his wife, Addie, 
still live. His wife is ill at the 
present time, but, according to 
the printed tribute distributed 
by the chureh, has been a “true, 
staunch Christian” wife, whose 
name for her husband is “Mr. 
Good.” They have a daughter, 
Mrs. Tom Gardon, who lives in 
St. Louis, and a son, Benjamin

Contract 
Bridge

HERE are a great many dif- 

ferent plays, the sole pure 

pose of which is to make the 
enemy fear that a certain situa- 
tion is dangerous when, in point 
of fact, it is no such thing. The 
following deal illustrates this 
subject perfectly, 

South, dealer.

The bidding was obviously 
correct. South, with 22 high-card 
points, balanced distribution 
and a stopper in every suit, had 
a perfect (minimum) two-no- 
trump opening, and North, with 
an establishable five-card minor 
suit, acted correctly, of course, 
in raising the no-trump to game. 


West made his natural lead, 
the jack of spades, and East 
promptly went up with the ace 
and returned the spade queen. 
South ducked as a matter of 
course, and East then considered 
whether he should go on with 
spades or shift. Actually, this 
decision made no _ difference 
but, for the record, East shifted 
to the nine of hearts. South 
easily countered that maneuver: 
he put on the 10. West won 
cheaply, but he could not prof- 
itably return a heart up to 
South’s major tenace, and his 
actual spade continuation was 
no more lethal. South won and 
knocked out East’s diamond 
stopper. 


East wrecked the defense be- 
yond repair when he put up the 
spade ace at Trick one. The 
markedly correct-play was the 
queen. Consider: on that play 
by East, how could declarer 
possibly know that West had not 
opened the jack of spades from 
a long suit headed by A-J-10? 
From South’s point of view, that 
could easily be the case, hence 
he could not dream of holding 
up the spade king, thus letting 
West run the entire suit on a 
spade return by East. South 
would not know who had the 
diamond king—he would be 
forced to grab the first: trick 
and try for the entire diamond 
suit on a finesse. Then East 
could gloat a little as he won 
with the diamond king,and re- 
turned the ace and the low 
spade.

A fish produced electric lights 

long before people made 
electricity do the work of light- 
ing. Scientists have reason to 
believe that vast ages have 
passed since some fish started 
to glow in the dark. 


Hundreds of kinds of fish 
have been brought from the 
ocean depths, and a vast num- 
ber have been found to produce 
lights. One _ scientific report 
states that a majority of the 
fish which live at depths of 
from .300 feet to half a mile 
have lights which glow in the 
dark. 

Among the glowing fish are 
lantern fish. These have dozens 
of little round lights. When a 
person sees a row of the shining 
lights, he may think of a distant 
ocean liner with lighted, port- 
holes.

Q. Why do fish have lights? 
A. There are several reasons. 
The lights show the fish others 
of their own kind. In addition, 
the lights reveal fish of types 
which may be eaten.
